The sanitary water board is plan­ 
ning to make surveys in an attempt 
to locate the causes of tastes and 
odors in various public water sup­ 
plies of the state. Intensive study 
of tho sources of such tastes and 
odors affecting public 
water sup­ 
plies will be made by sampling the 
stream flow at various points, and 
carefully analyzing the water col­ 
lected for specific causes of the ob­ 
jectionable condition. 
The most important period in this 
curvey will be in January and Feb­ 
ruary, according 
to Christian L 
Siebert, executive engineer of the 
board when the temperature of the 
river water is at its lowest point, 
and as a consequence, tastes and 
odors are at their worst. Past ex­ 
perience has shown that these of­ 
fensive conditions ate more easily j 
located in water of low tem pera­ 
ture. than when the temperature 
is increased, according to Siebert.
